COST OF I D K ATKIN I M 'K B ASKS 


T h e cost of education is increasing tinily. 
If! lad , it has in­ 
creased 97 lier cent in ten years in Minnesota, according to auth­ 
oritative figures compiled toy State Auditor R. P. Chase. 
Summarizing his report, one finds that the state last year 
raised $57,789,191 for educational purposes. 
Twenty years ago, 
in 1908, the amount raised for such educational purposes in Min­ 
nesota was $9,291,787, and in 1918, ten years later, the figures 
rose to $18,035,396. 
Here is what contributed to the high costs and what is con­ 
stantly adding to costs—increased cost of buildings* larger num­ 
ber of pupils, higher salaries to teachers and increased cost of 
Jailor and materials are given as some of the reasons why it costs 
more to educate children. 
Other statistics given by State Auditor Chase are of inter­ 
est. 
Ten years ago there were 8,943 schoolhouses in the state. 
Now there are 9,221. 
Ten years ago the school teachers paid 
salaries numbered 16,93(1 and they drew an average salary of 
$580 for tile school year. 
Now there are 20,841 teachers and they 
are paid an average salary of $1,215. 
The report shows further that of the more than $57,000,000 
raised last year, $35,210,731 were collected by local special school 
taxes. 
Summing up the report one finds that schoolhouses are 
increasing in number, cost of building and maintenance is in­ 
creasing, teachers' salaries are increasing, number of pupils are 
increasing. The crowded school situation is one that faces every 
community.

(OST OK CDI CATION INCREASES 


THE cost of education is increasing daily. 
In fact, it has in­ 
creased 97 per cent in ten years in Minnesota, according to auth­ 
oritative figures compiled by State Auditor R. P. Chase. 
Summarizing his report, one finds that the state last year 
raised $57,789,194 for educational purposes. 
Twenty years ago, 
in 1903, the amount raised for such educational purposes in Min­ 
nesota was $9,291,787, and in 1918, ten years later, the figures 
rose to $18,035,396. 
Here is what contributed to the high costs and what is con­ 
stantly adding to costs— increased cost of buildings, larger num­ 
ber of pupils, higher salaries to teachers and increased cost of 
labor and materials are given as some of the reasons why it costs 
more to educate children. 
Other statistics given by State Auditor Chase are of inter­ 
est. 
Ten years ago there were 8,943 schoolhouses in the state. 
Now there are 9,221. 
Ten years ago the school teachers paid 
salaries numbered 16,930 and they drew an average salary of 
$580 for the school year. 
Now there are 20,841 teachers and they 
are paid an average salary of $1,215 
The report shows further that of the more than $57,000,000 
raised last year, $35,210,731 were collected by local special achoo' 
taxes. 
Summing up the report one finds that schoolhouses are 
increasing in number, cost of building and maintenance is in­ 
creasing, teachers? salaries are increasing, number of pupils are 
increasing. 
The crowded school situation is one thai laces every 
community.
